COMING TO THE FRONT. 


WHITE FINE COUNTY HINISG. 


Tlie Frospecin tor tlie Mineral Fields 


In th« Eastern Fart of Nevada 
Growing Brighter. 


The mineral fields in White Piua 


county are coming to the front again, 
and the prospects are now farorable for 
that portion o' the State to rename heavy 
bullion shipments once more. All the 
properties being operated in that section 
are looking well and the general im- 
provement that baa talcen place has 
given a renewed impetus to prospecting 
and the development of mining proper- 
ties. Mr. J. B. Williamson, of Cherry 
Creek, a gentleman who has long been 
identified with the mining industry iu 
the west, and particularly in Nevada, is 
passing a few days in Reno on matters 
pertaining to hia mining interests iu this 
State has been interviewed by a JOURNAL 
reporter in regard to the outlook in his 
portion of the country. Mr. Williamson 
has been directly connected with the 
mining industry in White Fine county 
since 1869 aad i| conversant with its 
mineral fields, character of ores, etc. 
He states that there is more than ordi- 
nary activity in Cherry Creek. 
The 


Exchequer mine that was a heavy bull- 
ion producer some years ago, but 
through a general depression that oc- 
curred and other causes, was practical!; 
abandoned, is now coming out again, 
and will contribute Its share of weaalth 
to Nevada's rapidly increasing product. 
Sometime ago Mr. Williamson sold the 
property to a firm who resold it to the 
parties now operating it for » nominal 
sum, and who at once commenced work 
upon it. They were not long in estab- 
lishing the fact that it was valuable 
property, and by energy and good man- 
agement have brought the mine out and 
it now promise* to be a heavy ore pro- 
ducer for many years to come. 


THE MINE 


Is opened up through a tunnel driven 
into the mountain, and also through the 
medium of a shaft. 
There is consider- 


able water to oentend with on the lower 
levels, bat the pumping machinery 
bandies it without any trouble. The 
water has only recently been pumped 
out and they are now making prepara- 
tions to resume work below the water 
level, where ore is known to exist. All 
the ore that has been extracted lately 
has been taken from the tunnel. The 
ore is being worked by a wet crushing 
process. 
The property is owned by 


Lewis Martin and F. M. Franks, of 
Cherry Creek. They are now employ- 
ing about 30 men and are working the 
mine for what it is worth and solely 
npon merits 


THE OLD STAB MINE 


That figured so prominently iu mining 
circles in days gone by, which also laid 
idle for several years is being worked 
again. At one time in its history this 
property gave employment to over 200 
men, and produced nearly two millions 
of dollars. It was affected in the sume 
manner and at the same time as the Ex- 
chequer and was Also closed down. Be* 
cently a combination of capitalists took 
the property in hand, and it is now be- 
ing worked under the supervision of C. 
W. Eenney, who was one of the first 
superintendents under the old adminis- 
tration. 
They have just commenced. 


operations and will be in a position 
very soon to extract large quantities of 
high-grade ore. Mr. Williamson is fa- 
miliar with the underground workings 
of this property, and is satisfied that it 
•will yield again as in the past. The 
ledge, he sayi, is a trne fissure vein, is 
strong and well defined, and all the 
openings that have been made show a 
good body of paying ore. A fire took 
place some years ago that destroyed 
the shaft for working purpose*, and 
they are DOW operating the mine through 
the medium of a tunnel that taps the 
ehatt at the depth of 360 feet. The Star 
mine in connection with the adjoining 
properties, consisting of the Grey Eagle, 
Chief of the Hill and West Extension 
mines, would make one of the most val- 
uable mining properties in Nevada. 
It will thus be seen that Cherry Creek 
has a bright future, and that it will 
ROOD again be clothed in its old-time 
glory. 


This it not the only camp ou which 


White Fine county depends. 
Across 


Steptoe Valley, in the Sohell Creek 
range, u the Ruby Hill District, which 
also did its part nobly su the palmy days 
of the past. Team ago a large amount 


of exceedingly rich ore was taken from 
the mines in this district and "hipped to 
Sett Lake for reduction. The general 
decline that took place ft few years ago 
in the mineral fields »11 over Nevada 
had its effect on Buby Hill, and work 
on a large scale was generally suspended. 
Becently it has been renewed and with 
the most encouraging results. 


THE LOOKOUT MINK, 


Belonging to the estate of B. F. Brooks, 
deceased, a prominent Boston lawyer, 
and now managed by Mr. It. F. J. 
Wrinkle, a mining engineer of Virginia 
City, is one of the most promising mines 
in this district, having in the past pro- 
duced 1,000-onnce ore in quantities.. 
This pjopeity is now being worked, and 
a rich deposit of ore known to exist in 
the workings will be thoroughly ex- 
plored. 
Mr. Williamson is confident 


that careful exploration will unfold ex- 
tensive ore bodies that will bring the 
property to the front again. This ore is 
fabulously rich and turns out bullion 
very rapidly. 
The mine is operated 


through o shnft, and the rich ore al- 
luded to is on the 80-foot level. The 
property is only explored to the depth 
of 100 feet, and is practically unde- 
veloped. 
With such a showing near 


the surface, taken together with surface 
indications, it is reasonable to suppose 
that a valuable mine will be found when 
depth is attained. 


At South Camp, about two and oae- 


half miles from Euby Hill, Mr. W. B. 
Lawler is working a small force of men 
and is taking out some very fine ore. 
The prospect for his mine is quite prom- 
ising, but as yet all the work has been 
done near the surface. 


Distant about seven miles from Ruby 


Hill, on the east side of the Sohell 
Creek range in Spring Valley, is Silver 
Canyon Mining District. 
About one 


year ago Ben Sanford, an old Comstock- 
er and a veteran prospector, went to 
this district on a prospecting trip and in 
a short time discovered and located two 
claims known as the Argenta and Lucky 
Deposit, that have since caused consid- 
erable excitement in that locality. 
The 


ore cropped out on the surface is ex- 
ceedingly rich, and old Ben after years 
of labor at last found a fortune. 
He 


located two other parties in the find and 
in conjunction with them commenced 
work ou the property. They first began 
exploring the Argenta and made three 
openings on it, and in every one they 
found a fine body of 100-ounoe ore. Not 
specimen rock, but the average of She 
ledge -will reach that figure. The gan- 
gue is decomposed quartz, and is so 
soft that no powder is required to 
work it, and improvements can be 
placed on the property rapidly and at 
very small cost. Ten tons of ore were 
shipped from this mine to Salt Lake 
City and sold at $14 per ton. This was1 


not selected or sorted ore, but was 
sacked just as it came from an ore-dump 
containing 100 tons, thus giving an ac- 
curate average of the value of the ore in 
the Argenta mine. This is certainly a 
splendid showing and would cause a 
ripple of excitement in any country. 
Immediately adjoining and farther up 
the hill is the Lucky Deposit mine, 
upon which there has been & shaft sunk 
to the depth of 75 feet, which shows 
$100 ore for the entire distance. Two 
hundred tons of ore were taken from 
this opening which is now on the damp, 
and would yield 100 ounces per ton just 
as it lays. 
In corroboration of this 


statement the returns of assays made 
upon samples taken from thirteen sacks 
of ore show that it will even go higher 
than this. The shaft, or incline, is en- 
tirely iu ore for the distance it has been 


run, 
and the waste taken oat is hardly 


noticeable. 


EVKHY SAMPLE 


That has been taken from the mine has 
been taken not for the puiposa of high 
returns, but for the express object of 
determining the aveiage value of the ore 
for working purposes, and care has 
bec'u exercised to arrive at a correct es- 
timate, and 100 ounces is the result. 
Mining and mill men who have ex- 
amined the ore say that it ix (rue-milling 
and can be crushed either by a dry or 
wet process. 


At the old Schell Creek Mining Dis- 


trict the veteran telegraph man, Pete 
Love!!, is working what is known as 
the old Summit mine, and tuts taken out 
a quantity of high-grade eulphuret ore. 
All the friends of Pete will be glad to 
hear that he is doing well and has a 
good prospect ahead. 


At Bobinson District, near Ely, Harry 


Featherstone its working a valuable piece 
of property that he discovered about a 
year ago. He is working the mine for 
what there is in it, and is not dressing 
it up for the market. The first-class 
ore he ships to Eureka and the second- 
class is worked at the Monitor mill in 
Taylor, all of which pays handsomely. 
Harry is making preparations to stay 
with the country, and is fixing up a 
home for that purpose. Lyons, MoGill, 
Underbill and MoConn have just com- 
pleted a mill ou Mnrry Greek, near Ely, 
for working ore from the Altman mine, 
having a six years lease on the property. 


THE ALTMAN PBOPEIiTY 


Is an immense deposit of gold-bearing 
material that promises to be of great 
value. In tbe hands of such enterpris- 
ing men as are now operating it, there 
IB a promising future for this property. 


There is more smelting ore in Bobinson 
District than in any other district in the 
State, but unfortunately it is of too low- 
grade to work profitably and pay heavy 
rates for tbe transportation of the ore 
for redaction. If a railroad was con- 
structed through that portion of the 
State and tbe tariff on ores such that it 
would justify shipping, a general re- 
vival in mining would take place and 
many properties would become valuable 
that are at the present time compara- 
tively worthless. The Argus Mining 
Company at Taylor are working steadily 
and making regular bullion shipments. 
This enterprise gives employment to a 
large number of men and is of great 
benefit to the town of Taylor, the me- 
tropolis of White Pine county. 


SPBUCKMONT, 


That has bad its nps and dpwns and 
that gave so much promise a short time 
ago is not as dead as is supposed. 
Mr. Lewis, the President of tbe com- 
pany, came out from St. Louis and 
liquidated all the indebtedness of the 
company, and examined the mine care- 
fully, and is now taking steps to ascer- 
tain the most advantageous manner of 
treating the ore. Mr. Lewie, a true type 
of the Western mining man, is full of 
energy and labors indefatigably in the 
interest of the company he represents. 
Those comprising the company are good 
men, and are anxious to continue work 
on the property. Mr. Lewis has had 
the ore analyzed and has also consulted 
the most experienced smelting men of 
the West on the subject of treating the 
ore, and will spare no expense to ascer- 
tain all information necessary on this 
subject. He is just the kind of a min- 
ing man that Nevadans have a welcome 


for, 
and it is to be hoped that he will 


resume operations again, and that suc- 
cess will attend bis efforts. 


THE MONITOR MINE 


At Taylor, is now being prospected for 
other ore bodies, and the mill is being 
run on ore from Robinson District. 
The Monitor rolled out considerable 
bullion in the past, and Oliver Drake, 
the Superintendent of the property, is 
of the opinion that other ore bodies 
equal in extent to those in the past will 
be found. The opinion seems to be 
general that new ore discoveries will be 
made, and thit the mine will bloom 
again. 


Tbe new county seat, Ely, is a prom- 


ising place aad is growing rapidly. 
Town-lots are in demand, and with its 
surrounding mining interest and the fact 
that it is now the county seat will make 
it one of the most thriving towns in 
Eastern Nevada. It is in the very heart 
of a rich mining country that is now re- 
ceiving attention, and could not be 
more advantageously situated to pros- 
per. 


Granite District, situated in the Egan 


range of mountains between Ely and 
Cherry Creek, is not being worked at 
the present time, but in its early history 
produced some extravagantly rich gold 
ore. 
Now, however, that all the old 


mining districts are receiving attention, 
it may soon have its turn. 


"HABBOE LIGHTS."—The attendance 


at the Theater last night was large and 
the Beaumont troupe merited the liberal 
patronage 
it received. 
The play 


throughout was replete with interesting 
features and strong scenic and mechan- 
ical effects that stamp it as the most 
sterling melodrama that has been pre- 
sented iu Reno.

The ship scene in 
the second act was fine, aud the revolv- 
ng scene iu the fourth aot simply mag- 
nificent, and must be seen to be appro" 
ciated. Tbe play throughout was ren- 
dered in an admirable manner and 
called forth repeated applause. Miss 
Georgie Woodthorpe, in tho character 
of the heroine, Dora Vane, was immense, 
and played her part to perfection.

He has been arrested.

strongly in favor of incorporating Sierra 
City, and it is likely that steps will be 
taken at an early date to bring the 
natter to a consummation. 


SHOT Guw AND SALT.—For some time' 


past a citizen of Reno has noticed tbat 
bis wood pile was growing beautifully 
less, and naturally concluded that 
shrinkage or evaporation was not the 
cause. Wood don't get over a fence 
without some help, and being a philoso- 
pher, be readily dropped on the cause 
and prepared himself for the effect.
